who thrive on popular credulity arid on misinformation arc still 
busy here and there, but their voices lad* the potency they had i 
few years ago. 
Their arc several reasons for the more rational popular atti­ 
tude toward the railroads. One of these is the better common rn 
dem anding of the necessity and value of adequate railroad service 
in a successful carrying on*of the country’s material affairs. 
An­ 
other is that the railroad manage went** ere practicing a more sen­ 
sible policy in their relation to the public. 
They are taking (hr* 
public more fully into confidence, and arc doing a better job of 
setting forth the common substantial interest there is in adequate 
railroad service. 
A third reason is that tie great trails} tor tnt iou 
lines are being operated more efficiently than formerly in term- 
of the general economic welfare. 
There is a fourth reason not so familiar to the American pub­ 
lic, but nevertheless a cogent reason. 
This reason is to la* found 
in the ownership of the railroads, and in the relation of railroad 
properties to insurance companies, savings institutions and at he; 
agencies extensively patronized by the people. 
Official Washington records show that on December 31, 1925 
there were 868,601 holders of capital stock of the steam railroad-, 
tile aggregate holdings running high into the billions of dollars, 
par value. 
To tins group is to be added 50,000 railroad em ploy i 
buying stuck on the im*tal!m< ut plan. Then there are a million or 
more owners of railroad bonds scattered throughout the country. 
All the se holders of stock an \ bonds have a din t I Interest in 
♦ lie railroads as profit-yielding enterprises, or as solvent going con. 
corns. 
An indirect, but not the less substantial interest* is that of 
Hie holders and beneficiaries of 17,000.000 life insurance policies, 
54,000,000 industrial insurance policies, and 16,000,000 depositor 
in savings banks, whose assets are invested largelv in railroad se­ 
curities. 
We do not have public ownership of the* railroads in the sense 
that Social sts understand the term, but we do have a considerable 
measure of popular ownership of tin* railroads undertaken a 
pri­ 
vate investment choices. 
As with the railroads, so with manx 
other utilities and large financial and industrial concerns in the 
I Toited States. 
The nation’s wealth is democratically distributed 
today as never before. 
Baiting the railroads has resolved it.se ll 
into baiting of a considerable portion of the country’s thrifty 
population.—M aim cipolin Tribune.

D em agogues and self-serving politicians 
who thrive on popular credulity and on m isinform ation are still j 
busy here and there, but their voices Jack the potency they had a 
few years ago. 
There are several reasons for the more rational popular a tti­ 
tude toward the railroads. 
One of these is the better common un­ 
derstanding of the necessity and value of adequate railroad serv ice 
in a successful carrying on'of the cou n try’s material affairs. 
An­ 
other is that the railroad m anagem ents are practicing a more sen­ 
sible policy in their relation to the public. 
They are taking Die 
public more fully into confidence, and are doing a better job o f 
setting forth the common substantial interest there is in adequate 
railroad service. 
A third reason is that the great transportation 
lines are being operated more efficiently than form erly in lei rn ■ 
of the general economic welfare. 
There is a fourth reason not so fam iliar to the Am erican pub­ 
lic, but nevertheless a cogent reason. 
This reason is to be found 
in the ownership of the railroads, and in the relation of railroad 
properties to insurance companies, savings institutions and othei 
agencies extensively patronized by the people. 
Official W ashington records show that on December k l, J925, 
there were 868,601 hole ors of capital stock of the s I earn railroad-, 
the aggregate holdings running high into the billions of dollars, 
par value. 
To this group is to be added 50,000 railroad employ! 
buying stock on the installment plan. 
Then there are a million or 
more owners of railroad bonds scattered throughout the country. 
All these holders of stock and bonds have a direct interest in 
the railroads as profit-yielding enterprises, or as solvent going con­ 
cerns. 
An indirect, but not the less substantial interest, is that of 
the holders and beneficiaries of 17,000,000 life insurance policies, 
54,000,000 industrial insurance policies, and 46,000,000 depositor. 
in savings banks, whose assets are invested largely in railroad se­ 
curities. 
We do not have public ownership of the railroads in the sense 
that Socialists understand the term, but we do have a considerable 
m easure of popular ownership of the railroads undertaken as pri­ 
vate investm ent choices. 
As with the railroads, so with man,\ 
ether utilities and large financial and industrial concerns in the 
Rn Red States. 
The nation’s wealth is democratically distributed 
today as never before.
